The probation system is one 


which generally is not under 
stood until a person has occa 
sion to be directly confronted 
with it. Needless to say, your 
writer sincerely hopes that 
neither the reader nor any 
member of his family will ever 
find it necessary to familiarize 
himself with the meaning of 
"probation" as a result of law 
violation by those within his 
household. 


However, everyone should en 


deavor to have some knowledge of 


. our probation system because 


through this knowledge we may 
not only become better citizens 
ourselves but we may be able to 
assist, aid and encourage some un- 
fortunate person to establish him 
self by reform and avoid the pit 
falls of further criminal violations 


* * * 


We must have law enforcement 


because without it the foundation 
of society will crumble and the 
safety and welfare of all mankind 
threatened. The men responsible 
lor 
law 
enforcement, 
namely, 


judges, state's attorneys, police of- 
ficials and probation officers have 
a grave responsibility. The count- 
less problems which will arise all 
rest heavily on the shoulders of 
these men and yet they must con 
aider what is best for you and ALL 
members of society so that you 
may live safely and without fear.

Proceeding with our trial, the 


defendant, or more commonly 
known as the guilty person, hav- 
ing pleaded guilty or found guilty 
by a court or jury may apply 
for .probation but this is not a 
"right" which he Is entitled to 
receive. This I emphasize be- 
cause so many 'first offenders' 
believe they have a right to pro- 
.bation simply because it is their 
first offense. 
After a person has been appre- 


hended for committing an offense 
he' is arraigned before the circuit 
or county judge, depending upon 
which court has jurisdiction of the 
purported crime. After he has en- 
tered a plea of guilty or a jury has 
found him guilty, he may make 
application for probation provided 
he does not have a previous con- 
viction of 'a felony or sufficient 
time, in accordance with the law, 
has expired since being convicted 
for a felony, permitting him> to 
make such application. 


» * * 


The matter is referred to the 


probation officer who Is required 
to investigate 
accurately 
and 


promptly the case of the de- 
fendant and make his report to 
the court. Generally, the defend- 
ant has an opportunity to intro- 
duce testimony of witnesses who 
may testify on his behalf at the 
time set for the hearing on the 
application. The application for 
release on probation may, in the 
discretion of the court, be grant- 
ed if it shall appear to the satis- 
faction of the court both that 
there is a reasonable ground to 
expect that the defendant may be 
reformed and that the interests 
of society shall be Mibservcd. 
It"is very important at this point 


to note that the judge and the judge 
alone in his discretion may grant 
the application for release on pro- 
bation, so that it is actually a 
privilege extended by the court 
providing the court is satisfied that 
the applicant may be reformed and 
the interest of society subserved, 
and no one has the "right" to pro- 
bation. If the application is granted 
the judge shall fix and specify the 
terms and conditions of the proba- 
tion. 


» * * 


At the present time, there are 51 


persons who have been released on 
probation by the county judge 
whose probation periods are pres- 
ently in effect. There are approxi- 
mately 32 persons who have been 
released on probation by the dif- 
ferent circuit court judges and 
whose probationary periods are 
now in effect in Lee county. If a 
probationer violates any of the 
terms and conditions of his proba- 
tion he may be brought before the 
court for this violation, his proba- 
tion may be terminated and judg- 
ment entered and sentence im- 
posed on the original conviction.

Ferguson (R-Mich), 
a friend of Wilson, also was pres- 
ent. 


Saltonstall said no aotion would 


be taken by the Senate committee 
on four Defense department assist- 
ants for Wilson until their nomi- 
nations were formally submitted by 
the White House. 


Asked whether each of them also 


must agree to sell stock or securi- 
ties in any corporations having de- 
fense contracts, Saltonstall said he 
would have no comment until the 
nominations formally arrived.

Gen. Mohammed 
Naguib ringingly assailed 
British policy in Egypt today 
and proclaimed a "liberation 
society" to achieve unity with 
the Sudan and force evacua- 
tion of all foreign forces from 
the Nile valley. 


A vast crowd estimated at 100,000 


in Cairo's Liberation Square heard 
the soldier-premier declare that the 
end of British imperialism in the 
Nile lands was near. 


Repeat Oath 


As a 21-gun-salvo boomed, the 


crowd repeated after him a libera- 
tion society oath asking Allah lor 
mercy on "those who prefer death 
in their struggle for liberty rather 
than to live a mean life under 
slavery." The oath pledged the 
"utmost to establish our nation's 
future life on a new basis free of 
slavery and selfishness under the 
aegis of justice." 


Naguib's s p e e c h , broadcast 


throughout the nation, and a mili- 
tary review launched a four-day 
"liberation" celebration 
marking 


the Army's coup which last. July 
23 overthrew King Farouk. 


Most of the country was on holi- 


day. Two million Egyptians were 
expected to flood the capital—com- 
ing by foot, cart, auto, bus and 
train, joining Cairo's two and * 
half million residents for the four 
days of parades, demonstrations 
and sports events honoring the new 
regime and what it calls the na- 
tion's rennaissance, 


Shoot Officer" 


The celebration came less than 


24 hours after Naguib and th* sev- 
en fellow army officers controlling 
the government with him ordered 
another army officer shot' on a 
charge of plotting 'an armed forces 
rebellion against the government. 


The government revealed a Com- 


munist-Wafdist plot against it last 
weekend, dissolved all political par- 
ties and rounded up more than .200 
suspects, including 25 army officers 
and 15 prominent civilians.

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Ridgway's Inability to Plan Use of 


A-Bomb Is Strange Paradox 


The United States and its European allies have long rec- 


ognized that the atomic bomb is their great defense against 
Soviet aggression. So it must come as something of a sur- 
prise—perhaps even a shock—to the average citizen to real- 
ize that no concerted plan exists for use of the A-bomb in 
event of Russian attack. 


That does not mean, of course, that no plan of any kind 


exists. The U. S. Strategic Air Command has devised and is 
still devising tactical and strategical techniques for employ- 
ment of the bomb. Some of SAC's planes are currently based 
in Britain, presumably ready to deliver a devastating load on 
Russia's cities in retaliation for any attack. 


But neither these nor any other SAC planes are under 


command of General Ridgway, chief of the NATO forces 
which are generally regarded as the principal defensive re- 
liance of the western world. 


Ridgway could summon the aid of the U. S. bombing 


.force in an "emergency. That force is accepted as a vital back- 
stop for the regular NATO units in Europe. But because it 
is not integrated into NATO in any fashion, no NATO plan- 
ning can be done involving the atomic bomb. 


U. S. law governing atomic energy is so strict that Ridg- 


way cannot even discuss with his assistants, British Field 
Marshal Montgomery and French General Juin, the opera- 
.tional phases of tactical atomic weapons developed by the 
U.S. 


It may well be true that many things about the making 


of atomic weapons cannot safely be passed on, even to our 
allies. Nevertheless, it would seem to be necessary, both in 
'the interests of good military planning and in justice to our 
'allies, to work out some arrangement for A-bomb consulta- 
tion. 


If war should come, the great centers of western Europe 


would be immediate enemy .targets. The concern of the Euro- 
pean nations over how the bomb would be used is therefore 
understandable. We cannot in one breath'assure them the 
.bomb is their chief protection, and in the next declare they 
can't know anything about how we plan to use it." 


The question of how much we should properly tell our 


allies is indeed a delicate one. But it cannot be left unsettled 
if we are to have intelligent planning for the joint defense of 
the free countries. Here is but one more stiff challenge to the 
incoming Eisenhower administration. 


Some Tolks Have More Sense 


Sen. Wayne Morse of Oregon, who bolted his party last 


fall to campaign for Gov. Stevenson, brought a collapsible 


• chair to the Senate the day the new Congress convened. He 
wasn't sure his GOP colleagues would seat him on their side 
of the aisle. 


Morse may not have intended it so, but his little display 


was actually quite symbolic of his political behavior. His views 
sometimes are about as collapsible as the chair,, 


In 1949 Morse called in a reporter he knew well and gave 


him a written statement of views on Republican liberalism in 
the Senate of that year. When it backfired, Morse just denied 
he'd ever made the statement. 


From the first he has always taken himself with des- 


perate seriousness in the Senate. His long, legalistic argu- 
ments on a wide variety of topics have consumed untold man- 
hours in the upper chamber. There were times when his col- 
leagues might have suggested the Senate and Morse meet on 
alternate days. 


Morse's grave view of his own significance reflected it- 


self in his 1952 bolt. Politicians have bolted before.and that 
is their privilege. But few have gone so far as to assume their 
attitudes were still of commanding interest after the election 
has been decided in accord with contrary notions. 


Morse clings to the idea that the Nov. 4 result proves 


General Eisenhower "fooled 34 million people" who voted for 
him. It is just possible the 34 million have more sense about 
their leaders than has this man who sees himself in such ex- 
aggerated perspective.

E. Walter have been punished heavily for their fight to enact an im- 
migration law which put the Interests of the United States ahead of 
all other interests. The law was vetoed and passed over the veto by 
a Congress elected to legislate in the name of the American people. 
Thus, if McCarran and Walter have been guilty of bigotry and "rac- 
ism," then the entire Congress and, by logical extension, the whole 
American people are equally guilty and resolutely so. 


The principal objection to this law is not the fact that it sifts 


applicants for immigration and exclude* many of them. The principal 
objection is that it would deport about 800,000 in- 
truders on the eastern seaboard alone who cam* 
here without legal right and havt no right to 
stay here. 


This is our country. 
We are, so to speak, 


members of an exclusive club primarily intended 
to be managed for our own welfare as stated in 
the Constitution. It was not organized for the 
benefit of foreigners. The national soil and treas- 
ure are our property. 
The liberties created and 


confirmed in the Constitution are ours and If our 
people, through our Congress, should decide to 
admit only lunatics, that would be our right. We can lay down what- 
ever conditions we like with no apologies to anybody anywhere else 
on earth. 


Some people plainly do not understand this. Some people think 


we have a duty to admit anyone who wants to come here, anyone 
who is miserable where he is even though he be responsible for his 
own misery. 
I have long held that we ought to quit naturalizing 


foreigners until further notice but I have been overruled by a public 
sentiment. However, that certainly is not an "un-American" opin- 
ion. It is "pro-American."

Give Opponent Lead for Throw-in Play 


All expert bridge players know 


that in order to execute a throw-in 
play it it necessary to 'put an op- 
ponent in the lead at a-time when 
he hai.no safe cards to get out 
with. In order to bring about this 
condition, it is usually necessary 
for declarer to draw trumps and 
to do som« other spadfe work. 


In today's hand, played in the 


recent National Mixed Pair Cham- 
pionship, conducted in Florida by 
the 
American ' Contract 
Bridge 


League, declarer had to execute 
her throw-in play at a time when 
one of the defenders still had a 
trump. 
This unusual play was 


carefully planned and executed by 
Mrs. R. A. Dunphy, of Pass-A- 
Grille Beach, Fla. 


West opened, a low spade, and 


East won with .the ace. East re- 
turned a low diamond, South played 
low, and West's eight forced out 
dummy's ace. 
Since entries to 


dummy were scarce 'Mrs. Dunphy 
promptly led the queen of clubs 
from dummy and let it ride for a fi- 
nesse. 


West won with the king of clubs 


and returned a diamond, East's 
jack forcing out declarer's king. 


It was now .clear to Mrs. Dunphy 


that West had both of the, missing 
honors in hearts for the take-out 
double of one club. How could she 
avoid the loss of two'heart tricks? 


After some thought, Mrs. Dun- 


phy cashed the king of spades, 
ruffed her last spade in dummy, 
took a second round of trumps 
with the ace, and then exited with 
the ten of diamonds. 


West was ' forced to win this 


trick with the queen'of diamonds, 
and then had no safe return lead. 


If West returned a spade or a 


diamond, dummy could ruff with 
its last trump, while South dis- 
carded a losing heart. 
If West 


tried to return a heart, of course. 
South could lose only one trick in 
that suit. 


If South had drawn East's last 


trump, 
she would have 
been 


obliged to draw the last trump 
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from dummy at the same. time. 
Then West could have gotten o»t 
safely with either his last rsj>ade 
or his last diamond. South would 
wind up losing two heart tricks, for 
a^ one-trick set instead" of mak- 
ing her contract.

The Telemeter-'A Gadget That 
Could Revolutionize TV, Films 


By BOB THOMAS 


PALM SPRINGS, Calif. U»-Tele- 


vision came to Palm Springs last 
election night. The event may have 
as far-reaching an effect in show 
business as the Republican victory 
had in politics. 


This desert resort is the guinea 


pig for a new gadget that could 
revolutionize the movie and TV 
business. It's called telemeter. It 
has been hailed by many leaders 
in the film industry as the way to 
make new movies pay off royally 
on TV. 


How? By having people pay to 


see the pictures the same way 
many pay for electricity: Putting 
a coin in a meter. 


The telemeter people needed a 


locality to prove to doubting Thom- 
ases that their device could work. 
They'also needed evidence to sup- 
port their case before the FCC, 
which controls the use of the air 
for broadcasting. 


So Palm Springs was chosen. It 


had been out of the TV picture due 
to topography. Nestled at the foot 
of towering Mt. Jacinto, the town 


was hidden from the unbending 
waves of the seveii Los Angeles 
TV stations. Other resorts 20 miles 
further into the desert could get 
TV reception and advertised ac- 
cordingly. 


So the ' town welcomed teleme- 


ter's plan to set up a community 
antenna system. The company's 
engineers rigged a coaxial cable 
from the highlands down to the 
town. The job was hurried to meet 
the election night deadline. 


So far -only a couple of hotels 


have had TV. But now facilities 
are available to all comers. Instal- 
lation charge is $150, and tcleme-. 
ter expects to do a land-office busi- 
ness. 


But bringing TV to blacked-out 


areas is only part of telemeter's 
ambitious program. In a month or 
two, the company plans to equip 
the Palm Springs sets with-oneters. 
Set owners will receive an eighth 
channel with a scrambled picture. 


By plunking some coins in the 


meter, they can unscramble the 
picture and see a new movie or a 
top sports event.

Coliseum and I couldn't have picked a better time to attend. 
EVERYTHING WENT along according to schedule with a coupl* 


of poor actors billed in the first match, two boys who most of the time 
seemed to be wrestling for real in the second event and for the first 
two falls of the feature bout. 


Then the roof fell in. Both Atlas and Etchison had won 


one fall and the fancy of the crowd fell with Etchison, a big, 
husky, good looking young man. Atlas, shorter and wearing a 
perpetual snarl on his face, was tabbed the villain immediately 
by the gathering which ncared 1,500 persons. 
SHORTLY AFTER the bell for the third fall sounded, Atlas got a 


front to back body lock on Etchison and with a heave, pulled the lat- 
ter down to the mat on top of him. Referee Arduini began to count— 
one-two-three—slapping his hand on the mat with each count. 


Everyone, myself included, assumed that Etchison had 


won since he was on the top and it seemed that Atlas' shoul- 
_ 


ders were pinned underneath, even though it was Atlas' hold 
which had produced the fall. 


Etchison jumped up and raised his hand in victory, but 


referee Arduini raised the hand of Atlas, signifying that the 
Hollywood wrestler, billed as "The World's Strongest Man" 
had won the fall and the match. 
THAT BEGAN a long and loud series of cat-calls and howls that 


lasted long after the wrestlers and Arduini had left the ring. (Arduini 
and Atlas left almost immediately.) 
'> 


THE HOWLING of the fans continued and only a few of them left 


the hall at first and there was still a tremendous crowd on hand when 
I left, better than 30 minutes after Arduini had awarded the match 
to Atlas. 


However, after much searching around, I did find three 


people who might have known the truth to tell me what hap- 
pened. Two of them agreed, so I guess maybe that is what 
Arduini based his decision on. 
IT SEEMS, according to the two reports from people who talked 


with Arduini, that when Atlas pulled Etchison over on top of him, he 
pulled the St. Joseph boy far enough over his head to pin his shoul- 
ders. Etchison, didn't try to move, probably figuring that Arduini 
was counting against Atlas. But Arduini, after declaring it was a 
fall, evidently felt that since it was Atlas' hold, if both were pinned, 
it was Atlas' victory.

Writer Visits *A 
Junk Yard in Hell9 


By FOKKKST EDWARDS 


WESTERN FRONT, Korea 


This place is a junk yard in hell. 
Nothing on this outpost, only 40 
yards from the Chinese Reds, is 
whole — except the men. By dawn 
some of them may not be. Seven 
were hit here Thursday night. 


Only the lottery of war has pre- 


vented Allied casualties today. The 
Commies have spared no ammuni- 
tion. 


The Reds shell this 50 square 


yards of blasted bare land with 
an intensity unknown anywhere 
else on the Western Front. 


Build Under Fire 


A handful of American soldiers 


are trying to build a fortress out- 
post under this almost constant 
fire. Shells rip the trenches and 
bunkers apart as fast as they are 
finished. 


The Chinese Reds are so close 


you often hear the soft plop of their 
mortar shells as they drop into the 
firing tubes. It sounds Ike a butch- 
er slapping a piece of steak on a 
chopping block. 


Seconds later, an explosion shat- 


ters the little knoll with death-deal- 
ing fragments of jagged steel. 


If the men heard that soft plop, 


they are crouching in their trenches 
and bunkers. 


So close are the Chinese that 


this is probably the only place on 


the front where .45 caliber pistols 
make the Reds keep their heads 
down. 


Around & bend in the .shallow 


trench from the main Allied line, 
which is 300 yards to the rear, 
there is a place where man can 
stand erect. 


Keeps Up Fire 


Second Lt. Thomas Darnell, 20, 


Covina, Calif., is standing there. 
His automatic pistol keeps up a 
slow and steady bark, its muzzle 
jumping about two inches with 
every shot. Forty yards away lit- 
tle puffs of dirt kick up at the top 
of a Communist trench, 


"We are so close that a rifle Is 


next to useless here," Darnell ex- 
plains. 


"This is the only way we can 


make them keep their heads down. 
And they can't snipe at us if they 
can't get their heads above the 
trench." 


Capt. 
Ben Price 
of Atlanta 


crawls around the bend in the shal- 
low trench, reaches the deep spot, 
taps the lieutenant on the shoulder. 
"Is this a private shoot?" Price 
asks, "or can anyone get in on 
it." 


The bark of Price's pistol joins 


that of Darnell. 


There's a soft plop. 
"Down!" yell Darnell and Price. 
The exploding mortar shell kicks 


bits of rock and sand into the 
trench. Fifteen yards farther down 
the trench, Pfc Ray Wise, Evans- 
ton, 111., roars his disapproval. The 
mortar explosion has riddled the 
boxes of ammunition for his ma- 
chine gun.- He sits down and me- 
thodically goes through the belt of 
ammunition, replacing the beat up 
and, punctured rounds with new 
cartridges. 


"Happens constantly," he com- 


plains. "We get in" a frosh 'supply 
of ammo and it gets shot up by the 
gooks before we get a chance to 
use it on them — down!" 


Gets Water Supply 


This explosion is 10 yards farth- 


er to the left. f 
"That one got our last can of 


water," yells Pfc Lloyd A. Bridges 
of Waynesville, N. C. 


The five gallon water can in his 


hand is leaking from a dozen holes. 
He and Wise catch some in canteen 
cups. 


"We don't get supplied except at 


night," explains Darnell, "we save 
as much as we can but it's damned 
discouraging." He waves a hand at 
a pile of water cans, all riddled 
and empty. 


There are sharp cracks overhead. 
"Now comes the sniping," mut- 


ters Darnell. "Two weeks more be- 
fore I go home. A lot can happen 
to a man in two weeks out here."

He 
completed his 14th consecutive 
term in Congress Jan. 3. 


Long a ranking figure in foreign 


affairs, Eaton was a delegate to 
the founding conference of the 
United Nations in 1945 and later 
served as a United States delegate 
to the U. N. 


He xvas chairman of the Foreign 


Affairs Committee in the Republi- 
can-controlled 80th Congress of 
1947-48. 


He was first elected to Congress 


in 1924.

London Stirred 
By Fog Deaths 
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By COLIN FROST 


LONDON Iff)— London is finally 


getting really riled up about the 
city's famous pea soup fogs. 


In the last three months, four 


big sulphur-laden smog blankets 
have led to an estimated 6,000 
deaths and seriously crippled com- 
munications in the world's biggest 
capital. 


During one week in December, 


when the worst fog in recent mem- 
ory muffled the city, the death 
rate jumped by • 2,000 persons- 
more than' doubling 'the normal 
figure f6r the period. 
• 
1 


Most of the deaths have been 


attributed to bronchitis, pneumonia 
and heart ailments touched off by 
the king-sized overcast. The gov- 
ernment says it is probing thai 
fatalities with "the gravest urgen- 
cy." 


Costs Money 


A fog costs big money, too. On 


each of 16 dark days thus far this 
winter, the big international air- 
lines using London's two main air- 
ports lost an 
estimated 
60,000 


pounds ($168,000) through delays 
and diversions. 


The airlines are pressing the 


British government, which runs the 
airports, to bring back the wartime 
fog disposal system known as 
"Fido." 


Under this system, gasoline or 


diesel oil is set afire in blazing 
rows alongside airport runways. 
The heat shifts the fog. 


"Fido" is expensive, but airline 


officials say its cost is small in 


comparison to their losses. Peter 
Masefleld, boss of the nationalized 
British European Airways Corp., 
said: 


"A fog costs us 20,000 pounds 


($56,000) a day." 


The National Smoke Abatement 


Society, a voluntary organization 
supported by hundreds of munici- 
palities,, has called for a full-scale 
investigation of the fogs. The So- 
ciety has'been studying reports of 
a U. S. government investigation 
into the 1948 smog disaster at Do- 
nora, Pa. 


Laden With Acid 


The deadly smoke and fog that 


cost 19 lives In that Pennsylvania 
city was laden with acid fumes 
.from industrial plants in the area! 
This is similar chemical contami- 
nation iii the London fogs. 


Yet smoke abatement authorities 


think industry may be only part 
of the problem. They see a link be 
tween the recent fogs and the vast 
increase in road traffic since the 
end of ,gasoline rationing in 1950. 
Another cause, they say, may be 
London's big doubledecker, diesel- 
powered buses. 


The problem has existed a long 


time. The famous diarist Samuel 
Pepys complained about London's

year term for the abduction of 
guard Frank Hinton. 


Ward actually will serve only 


four years of the sentence. Judge 
Boardman directed the new term 
to be served concurrently with 
Ward's present 15-30 year term for 
armed robbery. 


Before Judge Boardman pro- 


nounced the term, Ward blurted 
out: "Don't use no discretion. Give 
me life."

gave up and the guards emerged. 


One of the hostage guards, Mel- 


vin E. Williams, 46, said at his 
home Thursday night he believed 
the turning point was the psycho- 
logical effect of the droning planes 
overhead. 


He said the six guards were 


treated well and that none of the 
rebels had made any threats. 


Referringjo the planes. Williams 


said they "had a strong bearing on 
their (the prisoners') morale." It 
was while the planes were over- 
head, he said, that the men de- 
cided to call for the chaplain. 


Began Monday 


The riot, which featured burning 


of mattresses and prison furniture, 
and several random shots fired in- 
side the cellblock, began during a 
recreation period after dinner last 
Monday night—only minutes after 
settlement of another rebellion at 
the parent institution, W e s t e r n 
State Penitentiary at Pittsburgh, 
160 miles west of here. 


No one was injured in the Pitts 


burgh riot, which lasted 24 hours, 
but official estimates of prisoner 
damage to their quarters amount- 
ed to several hundred thousand dol- 
lars.
